Directive No. 6 dated July 26, 1946, but the Department of State has 
informed the Committee that due to limitations of funds it is unable 
to furnish the Committee with an adequate Secretariat. It has become 
increasingly apparent that the Secretariat to be effective should be 
staffed with two or three full-time employees--a secretary of perhaps 
P-5 grade, a professional assistant of perhaps P-2 grade, and a clerk- 
stenographer. 

In discussing this problem, the Committee has come to the con= 
clusion that its principal functions of coordinating the acquisition of 
foreign publications and the maintenance of collections of foreign pub~ 
lications throughout Federal departments and agencies, are much more 
closely allied to the functions of the Central Intelligence Agency than 
to the Department of State. The Committee has therefore directed me to 
request the National Security Council to amend the last sentence of 
paragraph 1 of NIA Directive No. 6 to read: "The Central Intelligence
